Orphans’ Band To 


-A bam which a year ago was sav­ 
ed from destruction by fire, burned 
to the ground near Bonneauville 
early this morning despite the af- 
forts of two fire companies, 
one 
from Gettysburg, to extinguish the 
flames, described by firemen as be­ 
ing of a mysterious origin. 
The structure wa* located on the 
property of L. M 
Bridges. 
Bon­ 
neauville farmer, and was estim at­ 
ed to be worth approximately $3000, 
It could not be learned whether or 
not the loss was covered by insur­ 
ance. 
The building, a bank bam about 
45 feet in length, caught fire some­ 
time after midnight, the blaze be­ 
ing discovered by Mrs. John Miller 
who resides with several of her chil­ 
dren in the tenant house on the 
farm. Mr. Bridges, the owner, lives 
on an adjacent farm and cultivates 
the place. 
Hay in Barn 
Nothing was In the barn at the 
time of the fire except a small quan­ 
tity of hay harvested in 1930 
All 
implements and stock had been re­ 
moved from the barn sometime ago. 
The Bonneauville fire company, 
the first to arrive at the scene of 
the fire. wras able to save an adja­ 
cent w'agon shed and chicken house 
by the use of chemicals. The work

was 
near­ 
by water supply. 
The farm was formerly the homo 
of John (Bummie) Miller, who is 
now in a state hospital at Harris­ 
burg. He was removed to the hos­ 
pital four months ago when he be­ 
came seriously ill while serving a 
term in the Adams county jail for 
illegal sale and possession of liquor 
The charge was brought as the 
result of an accident in which a 
man was killed near New Oxford 
Miller war, charged with selling the 
driver of the car. intoxicating li­ 
quor.

American negotiations over Presi­ 
dent Hoover’s moratorium proposal 
hard going Monday morning were 
largely cleared away Monday night 
at a second meeting attended by 
Secretary Andrew W Mellon, Am­ 
bassador Walter E. Edge and mem­ 
bers of tile French cabinet. 
The outlook which had been con­ 
sidered

brightened suddenly and Monday 
night the prospects for a successful

The French spokesmen 
restated the conditions under which 
they are willing to accept the Hoo­ 
ver plan and their terms were tele­ 
graphed to the President Monday 
night. 
More Concessions Likely 
While reports from Washington 
indicated that the points still at 
issue are regarded there as mat­ 
ters of technical detail, the French 
are inclined to attach considerable 
importance to them and it is as­ 
serted here that one or both sides 
i must make further concessions be­ 
fore an agreement can be reached.

States to accept the contention that 
Germany must in fact make her 
unconditional yearly payments into 
the Bank of International Settle­ 
ments, and that this money be made 
available for the needs of all na­ 
tions, although in practice most of 
it would go straight back to Ger­ 
many in the form of loans. 
Second, this payment into the 
world bank be considered aa like 
any other year's unconditional an­
